She's so 
proud of her faith that she’s even written some short biographies 
of the saints. She presents these saints as an example to society, 
and according to her account there were never twelve more sanc- 
timonious or stuffy people. Her first ten readers couldn't digest 
more than one sugar-coated chapter. 


Another Catholic literary aspirant, Jack Hanson, realizes that 
his reading audience is interested in the strange creature called a 
Catholic. Jack chooses as his characters a cast of weak-kneed Cath- 
olics who exploit the Faith by using it as a shield for wrong doing. 


However, Janice and Jack aren’t quality Catholic writers, 
even though their characters belong to the Catholic Church. The 
picture of the true Catholic, fallen, strengthened, ennobled and 
always trying is slighted. Catholics with potential writing abil- 
ity are satisfied to let this unrealistic picture stand. With effort 
(this is the keyword), the picture of the truly wholesome Catholic 
lives could be before the public’s eyes. 


Writing is hard work. It takes imagination to depict con- 
vincingly the daily struggle and influence of the Christlike life. | It 
takes effort to make the good look attractive, to make principle 
count. The hero doesn’t have to hold aloft a huge medal stating 
“T ama Catholic,” but the lamb-tender, lion-strong theme of love, 
faith and hope should show forth in worthwhile literature. 


Many Catholics are writing. Many more, particularly the edu- 
cated Catholics, should be writing. The Catholic attitude or spirit 
can illumine a lengthy novel, a light short story or a news account. 
Likewise, the Catholic outlook can permeate writing of every sort, 
fashion reports, scientific accounts and home life stories, humorous 
or otherwise. With personal effort it is possible to bring the spirit 
of Catholicism into one’s own field. No person, event or experience

Second Education Crisis Hits U.S.

A second crisis in the American edu- 
cational system has presented itself, as 
rioting, murder, assault and stabbings 
become the order of the day in a 
Brooklyn, N. Y., junior high school. 
This scandal coming less than six 
months after the shocking event in 
Little Rock, Ark., indicates a definite 
instability among our teenagers. 


It is no longer a case of simple 
“schoolboy pranks’’ which, while an- 
noying, are usually not serious crimes. 
Scenes depicted in the film “Blackboard 
Jungle’ have indeed become a reality at 
John Marshall junior high school in 
Brooklyn. 


- During 1957 alone there were 3,298 
incidents of crime or violence in the 
New York public schools or on public 
school grounds. Of these, 515 were 
felonies or serious crimes, and two-fifths 
were committed during school hours. 
Arrests were made for 522 school-hour 
crimes. 


These statistics from the Feb. 7 is- 
sue of U. S. News and World Report 
are appalling. But even more shocking 
is the fact that these crimes are commit- 
ted by youngsters 13, 14 and 15 years 
old. 


Since the first of the year, the situ- 
ation at John Marshall junior high has 
become increasingly worse. 


George Goldfarb, the principal who 
later committed suicide, found it nec- 
essary to have a policeman assigned to 
the school to maintain order. The 
crime wave spread to other schools in 
the city, and to date, policemen have 
been assigned to approximately 41 
schools in New York City. 


Police patrol does not seem to be a 
satisfactory means for curbing the teen- 
age violence since the hoodlums invol- 
ved have little regard for the law. 

Expulsion as a solution presents more 
problems than it solves. Most of the 
guilty students fall under the 16 year 
minimum age limit for attending school. 
Also, turning these teenagers upon the 
streets would be likely to settle them 
permanently in ways of crime. The 
reform schools are so full now that they 
could not possibly accommodate this 
increase in teenage crime. 

Juvenile delinquency within the 
schools is not confined to New York 
City. It has become an intensely evi- 
dent national trend. This upsurge of 
violence immediately presents the ques- 
tion ‘“Why?.” 

Various explanations can be sug- 
gested: increase in divorces and sepa- 
rations, working mothers, and a break- 
down of home discipline resulting in no 
respect for parents, the law, or teachers. 
Segregation and racial conflicts have 
also been suggested as possible rea- 
sons for this growth in juvenile delin- 
quency. 

The New York board of education 
has drawn up a six-point program to 
cope with the juvenile delinquents. 
This program provides for the segre- 
gation of the trouble makers from the 
rest of the students in special schools 
where they will receive guidance and 
counseling to assist them in making a 
satisfactory adjustment to society. 

The school board made the additional 
statement that: ‘‘Discipline does not be- 
gin and end at the school door. . 
proper respect for law and order is the 
responsibility of the family’’ as well as 
of school authorities.

This experi- 
ence, says Carol, was especially 
helpful in the matter of disci- 
pline: “I learned the value of 
working according to a_ certain 
schedule — designing patterns not 
only when I felt like it, bue sometimes 
eight hours a day.” 


Decides To Return 

As the year progressed, Carol con- 
sidered the future from many aspects. 
She kept up her reading, contacts 
with friends at school. The decision 
to continue her education led to her 
choice of a double major, English 
and art. In addition to her literary 
and artistic ambitions, she was now 
convinced of a desire to teach. Carol

opportunity for a good Catholic edu- 
cation and a love for the beautiful 
in life should share this appreciation 
with others and not keep it to herself.” 

In answer to the question why she 
has chosen to combine English and art, 
Carol states, “Art helps a writer to 
‘see’ the things around him.
